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Labor Under Naziism 

“Organized labor appeared headed for the 
scrap heap in France.... ” . 

That is the opening of an Associated Press 
news story from Vichy, seat of the puppet 
French government, ruling under Nazi domi- 
nation. It is terribly revelatory as to the fate 
of the working people of a nation which has 
been conquered by the mechanized might of 
Hitler's Germany. It should serve as added 
warning, if any be needed, of the fate of or- 
ganized labor in this country should America 
come under Nazi domination. 


The story of the workers in Nazi Germany 
should be sufficiently well known that no 
added warning is necessary. Under the Nazis 
there are no unions, labor has no voice what- 
ever in deciding conditions under which it 
shall work, hours of work or rates of pay. 
The workers there can only obey the mandate 
of the Nazi government, go wherever they 
are told, labor as many hours per day and 
as many days per week as they are ordered— 
there is no such thing as time-and-a-half 
for overtime—and accept whatever rate of 
pay is handed out. 


The result is that men and women in Ger- 
many today work, many of them, 12 hours 
per day or more, for six or seven days in the 
week. They receive pay which permits them to 
purchase the absolute necessities of life, and 
no more. . 

Too little thought has been given in this 
country to the inevitable fate of the workers 
of the nation under Nazi domination. There 
has been discussion of what would happen to 
capital and to industrial management, if the 
Nazis came over here and conquered. But the 
plain picture of labor’s fate has, for some 
mysterious reason, been largely ignored. 

It cannot be too often reiterated that, if 
Britain falls before Germany, this nation will, 
quickly thereafter, face a fight for its very 
existence as a democracy. It would be far 
easier for Hitler to firmly establish his forces 
in South America than it was in Norway. Once 


in South America, the menace would be on 


the very doorstep of the United States. 

Already, in insidious form, the Nazi moves 
for conquest are taking shape in this country. 
Hitler is trying his best to lull Americans into 
a sense of false security. He is hinting and 
promising all things in the way of ‘“‘co-opera- 
tion” with this hemisphere, if he wins over 
England. And there are elements in America 
which want to take him at his word. The 
Lindberghs and the Wheelers and others are 
already beginning to argue, “Hitler may not 
be so bad.” There are tendencies, here and 
there, to say that the collapse of freedom in 
Europe is due not only to Hitler’s ruthless and 
cruel ambition, but to “British greed” also. 
Of course, such arguments are utterly un- 
tenable. It is only necessary to recall the his- 
tory of Hitler since his rise to power to brand 
them for what they are. To remember Nazi 
cruelty to helpless minorities, to recapitulate, 
once again, the record of Nazi treachery and 
of Hitler’s sneering violation of promises he 
had himself made—for his own purpose. 

The menace today looming over the United 
States is very real and very great. It calls for 
the preparation of every resource the nation 
has, in industry, in equipment, in manpower. 

And no group in America faces a darker 
future, under Nazi rule, than labor. Yet, the 
nation sees the fantastic spectacle of both of 
the great leaders of organized labor in Amer- 
ica, William Green and John L. Lewis, oppos- 
ing the compulsory military service bill and, 
even, threatening disruption of the entire de- 
tense program if every demand of labor is 
not immediately granted. 

France fell largely because her working 
men insisted on a work week as short as 25 
hours. Today French workers are toiling long 
hours under German masters and “organized 
labor appears headed for the scrap heap in 
France.”

Undoubtedly, some 
“natriotic” citizens from areas which have lag- 
ged far behind the south in army enlistments, 
will come to the south to take the new indus- 
trial jobs and at far from army wages. ~ 

It is time the south—particularly those 
southern members of congress who have op- 
posed the compulsory military training bill— 
woke up. | 


The FBI Record 

The high repute in which the Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation is held by the public has 
received a further advance in the recent re- 
port dealing with the bureau’s record relative 
to convictions. The bureau obtained convic- 
tions in 96 per cent of the cases it investi- 
gated and brought to court during the fiscal 
year ending last July 1. Of the total of 5,605 
convictions, sentences totaled 17,833 years, 
four months and 28 days. In addition, there 
were 10 life sentences. 3 

This record can be translated in tangible 
terms, also. For, as a result of the bureau’s 
investigative activities, fines, savings and re- 
This figure 
compares with a total of $16,876,717 in 1939. 

The record is.enviable. It is an encouraging 
report both for persons Who feel that putting 
behind prison bars the criminal element is de- 
sirable, as well as for citizens who take a more 
materialistic, dollars and cents, point of view. 
But, to all citizens, it should be comforting 
to know that such an agency not only exists, 
but carries on its work in such an efficient 
manner. The men of the FBI merit the good 
name they have earned for themselves with 
the American people. 


While Children Sing. 


The story comes from England. On Sunday, 


while German bombers roared overhead and 


bombs fell all around, the townsfolk of one 
southeastern town “filled the churches” and 
“the sounds of hymns swelled between the 
thunder of explosions.” 

A bomb hit one church, “showering glass 
and plaster on 40 children singing in Sunday 
school. None was injured seriously. .. .” 

There is more to warfare than mechanics. 
There is something beyond bombs and artil- 
lery and planes. There is the spirit of a peo- 
ple. 

Bombs may destroy those things which are 
visible, but the more real things are those un- 
seen. Nazi Germany, dedicated to brute 
force, may be able to smash British homes, 
kill helpless women and children, hit churches. 

But, while those churches are filled with 
people, their voices swelling louder in hymns 
as explosions thunder all around, there is a 
spirit that all the might of hell itself cannot 
destroy. 

And who can say there is not a Divine 
Power that makes it possible to report, after 
the bombing of a church, that not one of the 
40 children singing within had suffered se- 
rious injury? 


Editorial of the Day 
STAMP PLANS—HOW FAR? 


(From The Christian Science Monitor.) 

Possibly the most unusual record of growth 
for any innovation by the present administration 
in Washington has been hung up by the food 
stamp plan of the Department of Agriculture. 
This system, introduced as an effort to solve the 
paradox of want in the midst of plenty, has 
spread in 13 months from experimentation in one 
city to operation in 83 areas and preparation in 
30 others. 


It makes the farm surplus problem and the 
unemployment relief problem help to solve each 
other—though not without an expensive subsidy 
both to the farmer and to the unemployed from 
the federal government. The question is how long 
this subsidy may be considered worth while. 


Milo Perkins, director of marketing of the 
Department of Agriculture, in a speech at Los 
Angeles recently, said the plight of the cotton 
states is so serious that an extension of the stamp 
plan on large scale in favor of cotton goods may 
be much cheaper than to carry the heavy relief 
load the country would incur by attempting to 
gut cotton acreage and production in half. 

Mr. Perkins believes the domestic consump- 
tion of cotton could be raised from 7,500,000 bales 
at present to approximately 10,000,000 bales by a 
program of making cotton mattresses available to 
families of less than $50 a month income and a 
cotton stamp program to help families of less than 
$200 a month income purchase more cotton goods. 
The cost of this on a maximum scale might rise 
to more than $600,000,000, but it is being intro- 
duced only gradually in a few cities and there is 
no likelihood of its approaching anything like that 
figure. 

One of the best things about the food stamp 
plan is that it was introduced gradualiy and has 
grown on the basis of experience. This is what 
is proposed in the cotton stamp plan. Any ex- 
tensions should proceed on the same cautious 


trial-and-error, case-by-case, product-by-product 


basis.

THE PRESIDENT LOSES HIS STRIDE WASHINGTON, 

| Aug. 12.—The presi- 
dential campaign begins in earnest next Saturday, when Wendell L. 
Willkie makes his acceptance speech at Elwood, Ind. Until the 
contending champions have really come to grips, it is foolish to try 
to forecast the outcome of the contest. Yet there is considerable 
conditional wisdom in the remark of one of the shrewdest politicians 
in the senate, that “if Willkie holds his Philadelphia form, and 
Roosevelt doesn’t improve on his showing at Chicago, they’d better 
dust off the White House for a new tenant.” 

Judgment on Willkie must be temporarily suspended, although 
his friends have grounds for encouragement in such minor signs 
as his rejection of the sly Henry P. Fletcher’s scheme to circumvent 
the Hatch act, and his handsome repression of the boos at Henry 
Wallace. Until he has shown how he can meet the test of a na- 
tional campaign, Willkie must remain an unknown quantity. 

The President, on the other hand, is not an unknown quantity 
at all. When he is performing at his best, he is the most effective 
campaigner the country has known since the first Roosevelt and 
one of the most powerful political leaders in recent history. The 
trouble is that during the last months, he has not been performing 
at his best. An important element in his own administration is 
seriously concerned, feeling that he has “lost his stride.” 


HE DIDN’T GRAB THE BALL This “loss of stride” showed 
itself in the spring. Its first 


disclosure was in the famous “on hand and on order” fireside chat, 
when the President missed a magnificent opportunity to rally all 
groups behind him in a great national effort, because he wished to 
tell the people, who knew everything was all-wrong, that every- 
thing was really all right. The chat distressed his closest friends, 
quite as much as it delighted his bitterest foes. It was the first 
sign that instead of grabbing the ball of the world crisis, and run- 
ning with it for all he was worth, the President would attempt a 
strategy of temporizing and delay. 

The succeeding weeks confirmed the first impression. When 
preparing his earliest request for supplemental defense appropria- 
tions, the President attempted to hold the appropriations down to 
the incredibly inadequate sum of $500,000,000 and had to be per- 
suaded by former Secretary of War Harry A. Woodring, of all peo- 
ple, to allow more for the army. Each of the succeeding supple- 


~ mental requests seemed to be wrung from the White House almost 


by main force. 

In the same way, the President allowed it to appear that he was 
crowded, as it were, into naming Messrs. Knudsen, Stettinius and 
their colleagues to the defense commission, and into giving them 
full powers. 

The Chicago convention, with its shuffling compromises, its 
timid management, and its general dreariness and boredom, was 
only the national climax to what had gone before. Nor has the. 
President’s temporizing and delaying come to any end even now. 
Every informed person knows that he strongly favors increased aid 
to England, and that he regards passage of a conscription bill as 
absolutely vital to the national security. Yet nothing positive has 
been done so far to assist the English in their death struggle, and 
the conscription bill is likely to have bad trouble in the senate and 
fail in the house because, while indorsing the principle, the Presi- 
dent has not put the heat on at the capitol. | 


THE MISTAKEN ASSUMPTION Some politicians suppose 
that all this is just smart 
politics on the President’s part. But the President, better than any 
other man, is acutely aware of the desperate danger of the times 
ahead. Therefore he must know that while temporizing may ap- 
peal to the unawakened in the present brief lull in the world con- 
flict, it will turn out to have ‘been the worst politics in the world 
when the times of danger awaken the people at last. 
The explanation, surely, is deeper than mere presidential politics. 
After a year and a half in which he had concentrated all his interest 
on foreign policy, the Battle of France suddenly showed the Presi- 


-dent he was wrong in his foreign policy’s central assumption, that 


there was plenty of time for this country to prepare to help the 
Allies. Surely such a discovery as that would put any man off 
his stride. 

It would explain the repeated failures to respond quickly to the 
event. It would explain such strange ineptitudes as some of the 
President’s recent political statements. It would even explain the 
influence of the great apostle of temporizing, Harry L. Hopkins, an 
amateur whose notion of being a professional politician is to do all 
the time the things real professionals only do when they must. The 
question remains whether the President will get his stride again. In

Nevertheless, I would have 
canned them for the same reason 
that the government has now de- 
cided to fire them out of WPA, 
to wit, that they are a lot of 
treacherous conspirators, and not 
only useless as workers but a 
menace to any business which em- 


| ploys them. 


A man shouldn’t be compelled 
to support his enemies, even 
when they have declared their 
hostility and demonstrated it by 
destructive actions. However, 
employers have. been compelled 
to keep Communists on their pay 
rolls because of the very fact that 
they were Communists, the idea 
being that dismissal for their po- 
litical beliefs would constitute an 
invasion of their rights. 


“But I would have 
Had Good given the labor 
Argument. board a pretty 


good argument. 
I would have pointed out that 
Communistic enterprises, mainly 
publications, rigidly exclude non- 
Communists from their employ 
and fire those who falter in their 
faith, and I would have said,

THE GREAT CITIES It will be interesting to note if the critics 


in the east find this patriotism of the 
south a new sign of decadence. An effort will be made to show that 
the economics of farm life drive the young men into service. 
Recruiting officials and the records of the past say not. The 
great cities, where millions are on relief, are sending but few men 
into the service. The various leagues of American youth, busy for 
years demanding jobs and opportunity for their members, have yet 
to supply a single recruit. 


I suspect that one reason why the young men from the hills and ~@ 


the fields are going into the service is because they are, uncon- 
sciously, closer to the realities and to the fundamentals. They have 
the stuff in them. 

They lack education, bathtubs, swimming pools and the modern 
conveniences. They may smell of the earth and of sweat instead 
of powder and of shaving lotions. Yet, they have the stuff. I re- 
call long visits with the head of a school in Denmark. His stubborn 
theory was that after two generations away from the soil; after 
two generations in cities, the succeeding generations were each of 
less and less value and worth-whileness. He insisted that after two 
generations there was lost vitality of mind and body, character and 
self-discipline, unless one went back to the land for revitalization. 

I think perhaps all of us, and particularly the young men, 
through no fault of their own, were weakened by the lush years 
of prosperity and left without the discipline which formerly was 
the lot of the average American boy. Certain futilities have devel- 
oped in their thinking. We have a sort of national sickness. 


A YEAR IN SERVICE I cannot think, off-hand, of any better 


training for the usual young man than a 
year in the army, navy or marine corps. They would be caught 
at the age when they most need catching. They would be given 
a year’s drill in attention, industry and order. A boy of 18 or 19 
has never found his life’s work. A yéar in service would provide 
him with the very best possible education in discipline of self. They 
can at that age be trained ta become soldiers without removing them 
from industry or from families. . ; 

They would go into the service with their heads filled with 
intangible yearnings and all the uncertain ideas of undisciplined 
youth. They would come out in command of themselves and there- 
fore fit to command. A certain number would fail and come out 
misfits and lost just as they do anyhow. 

Those wise men who, arise to say we must get back to the 
“American way,” never can define it. But assuredly, whatever it 
was, it was a way of life which included a love of country and of its 
guarantees. It included certain austere virtues. It knew that rights 
carried duties with them. We've forgot that. Largely. 

A year in the service would help out that sort of thing. We 
have done some rather terrible things to our youth. The idea of 
a year in the service will not immediately appeal. But it will be 
the very finest thing that could happen to our national fiber. There 
are many other reasons. These are the best ones. | 

I lean to the marine corps. This is entirely personal. I have 
a fondness for the navy. But, as an old marine, I can think of 
nothing finer for the young man than a period of training at Parris 
Island with an old-time marine corps top sergeant in charge. I 
suppose they still must wash their clothes, shine their shoes, keep 


house and learn to shoot.

These trips offer, 
through talks and visits to selected fair exhibits, an opportunity to 
any person interested in obtaining first-hand information of the re- 
quirements which various industries and professions demand of 
potential employes. 

They cover such occupations as electricity, baking, nursing and 
public health, printing, business machines operation, art and design, 
automobile mechanics, farming, aviation and needle trades. They 
have been very successful through this new technique in giving 
occupational information, and many organizations in the metropoli- 
tan area are sending groups to take the various trips. The World’s 
Fair welfare department is offering reduced admission rates to edu- 
cational organizations and social agencies. that wish to take advan- 
tage of this service.

Tulane To Be Tough 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 12.—Any way you look at it, 
Tulane figures to be one of the top teams of the Southeastern 
conference again. 

The Wave lost some good men. Even lost an 
All-American tackle through ineligibility—Harvey 
McCollum will be eligible again in 1941—and yet, de- 
spite what is undoubtedly the hardest schedule a con- 
ference team must face, Tulane won’t need to ask any 
favors. 

Why? Well, frankly, Tulane has plenty of good 
men. It might ruin some sauads to be deprived of 
such tackles as McCollum, Millard, White and Bill Kir- 
chem. Tulane may feel it, but not with disastrous 
effect. 

In fact—and please don’t let this go any farther—Tulane 
may have a greatly improved team over last year when the 
Wave was co-champion with Tech and Tennessee. 

There is one great reason why Tulane may bob up with 
one of the real powerhouse aggregations of the nation. 

Actually, there are four reasons—Walter McDon- 
ald, 200 pounds; Robert Grush, 185 pounds; Jack 
Tittle, 200 pounds, and Thomas Glass, 195 pounds. 
These young men, all big and fast, are blocking backs. 

Coach Red Dawson frankly admits he has not had 
such a fine group of blocking backs heretofore. And, 
since that is more or less the backbone of his system, 
it won’t make a great deal of difference, perhaps, if 
the passing attack fails to click. 

Tulane intends to work more on passing,- however. The 
idea behind that may be only to provide a threat. Look for 
the Wave to operate largely along the ground.

band once. The director and 
teacher assigned me to the tri- 
angle, which played only one note 
and could be disregarded. I had 
fancied the silver cornet, with 
solo parts, but the director was 
biased. 

We embarked one late evening 
on a trip to a summer resort 15 
miles away. We traveled in—or 
on—a “tally-ho,” a coach pulled 
by four horses, with seats on top. 
Naturally, everybody insisted on 
riding on top. And brushing up on 
high notes en route. 


My dearest enemy, a fat lad | 


who coveted my girl, played the 
helicon bass. It was a vast horn 
which wrapped itself thrice 
around the chest of the virtuoso, 
for convenience in marching.

Says British Have 
One Advantage Due 
To Defensive Role 


The Battle of Britain is thun- 
‘dering unmistakably toward a 
crisis that may determine the 
fate of England. 

If the outside world knew ex- 
‘actly how many planes and train- 
‘ed airmen each side is losing, it 
‘might make a pretty good guess 
‘at the outcome. But this vital in- 
‘formation is blacked out by ir- 
reconcilable reports from Berlin 
and London. 

Air mastery is the high stake 
Germany is playing for in the ti- 
'tanic struggle raging almost con- 
tinuously along England’s channel 
coast. She must attain it to win 
and weeks, even days, may decide 
the issue. 

Time is forcing the Nazis to at- 
tempt an aerial “knock-out.” By 
mid-September weather proba- 
bilities will weigh against either 
a general aerial assault or an in- 


a 


vasion, 

There has been no hint trae, 
Berlin as to whether an invasion 
is to follow the growing air blitz- 
krieg, although the scene of the 
|fiercest encounters in the Dover- 
| Portsmouth sector of the channel 
|coast indicated that it might pos- 
'sibly be the opening of a con- 
| tinuous air bomb barrage to pave 
the way for an invasion. 


Army Concentration. 


It is in that sector that Brit- 
ain’s army and navy are concen- 
trated especially. Repeated Nazi 
attacks. on England’s major naval 
bases on the channel well Aight 
mean final preparation for an at- 
tempt to land troops. 

Somewhere, at the nerve cen- 
|ters of the German and British 
high commands, statistical data is 
‘available on losses of planes and 
'of plane crews in seven weeks 
‘of daily raiding and counter raid- 
'ing. This information would go 
\far to foreshadow the outcome of 
ithe struggle for air mastery could 
it be comparec and checked. 
Moreover, personne] losses, rather 
than planes brought down in ac- 
ition, could prove the deciding 
factor. 

It is unlikely that both sides are 
right in reporting their own air 
casualties. If they are, the actual 
toll of life and planes in the mogf 
deadly air battles in history 2 
far short of the expectations of 
military observers. They have al- 
ways believed that losses would be 
terrible when two forces even 
relatively well matched in num- 
bers and skill were opposed, 


Concealing Losses. 


It follows necessarily, then, that 
one side or the other is conceal- 
ing losses that already go far to- 
| ward indicating where victory 
imust ultimately rest. Lacking 
'such data, distant observers are 
wholly at a loss to sift truth from 
propaganda, or.to weigh the prog- 
ress of the fight. 

Unofficial reports from Berlin, 
probably traceable to returning 
German air crews, say British 
fighters are already refusing com- 
bat over England to conserve wan- 
ing air strength. Eyewitness ac- 
counts from England fail to bear 
that out. On the contrary, they 
picture Royal Air Force fighters as 
| leaping to meet approaching en- 
emy bombers farther at sea. 

The British have one advantage 
due to their defensive role. A 
substantial portion of the crews gf 
British planes shot down bail aut 
by parachute and survive to fight 
again. —‘azi losses of air person- 
nel are net losses. Every German 
plane brought down in England or 
'in waters close about. England 
means death or imprisonment for 
its entire crew.
